to establsh their own tariff, 
on the 
ground that the tobacco monopoly pre­ 
vents commercial reciprocity between 
Spain aud Caba. 
The protectionists reply that the gov­ 
ernment must not renounce the right to 
intervene in 
Cuban 
tariff 
matters, 
pointing out that the Spanish producers 
have to pay the majority of the Cuban 
debts, while they obtain no advantages 
in return. 
While the 
Italian 
towns 
protest 
against tariff autonomy being granted 
to Caba, other corporations, such as the 
corporation of Huelva, warmly congrat­ 
ulate the government upon its efforts to 
bring about peace and end the sacrifices 
of the nation. 
A Catalan delegation had an hour s 
conference with the minister of the 
colonies. Senor Moret, yesterday, in 
which they protested against the Cuban 
tariff being made autonomous. 
The minister replied that he had fully 
considered the general interests of the 
colonies and was convinced that his pol­ 
icy alone would lead to a peaceful solu­ 
tion. He explained that in dealing with 
the colonies, national and not merely 
certain industrial features must be con­ 
sidered aud, continuing, Senor Morel , 
announced his intention to maintain his 
opinions before the cabinet aud, if his 
colleagues disagreed with him, he was 
prepared t » resigu. 
It is rumored that
